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"B"  COMPOSITION    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  composed  of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  are 
licensed  practicing  physicians  and  four  are  laymen.  They  are  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  to  serve  for  seven  years  each.  One  member  is  selected  as  President  by 
vote  of  the  Board,  and  he  appoints  Committees  as  follows:  Building,  Finance, 
Hospital,  Sanitation,  Disability  and  Joint  Committee  on  School  Medical  In- 
spection.

"D"  DISEASES   DANGEROUS   TO   THE  PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Sub.  1.     Methods  for  Protection  of  the  Community. 
Quarantinable  Diseases. 

Diphtheria — Quarantine  period  not  less  than  ten  days  from  date 
of  notification  to  the  Health  Office.  Two  successive  "Nega- 
tive" swabs  taken  five  days  apart  must  be  shown  before 
quarantine  can  be  raised  and  disinfection  performed.  All 
contacts  of  school  age  are  excluded  from  school  during 
period  of  quarantine. 

Scarlet  Fever — Four  weeks  from  date  of  report  of  case  to  Health 
Office.     All   contacts   excluded  from   school. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) — At  least  thirty  days  from 
date   of  report  of  case  to   Health   Office. 

Smallpox — Police    quarantine    on    premises    where    cases    are    not ' 
removed    to    Isolation    Hospital,    such    quarantine    maintained 
until  complete  recovery  is  established. 
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Non-qnarantinal)Ie  Diseases. 

The  following  diseases,  while  coming  under  the  heading  of 
"reportable"  cases,  are  not  subjected  to  house  quarantine, 
but  periods  of  exclusion  from  school  for  patients  and  "con- 
tacts"   are  fixed  as  follows: 

Measles — Three  weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Parotitis  (Mumps) — Two  weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Pertussis  (Whooping  cough) — Two  weeks  after  paroxysms  have 
ceased. 

Varicella    (Chickenpox) — Two   weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Impetigo,  Scabies  and  other  like  affections — These  cases  are  ex- 
cluded from  attendance  at  school  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Medical  Inspector  or  school  nurses  until  recovery  is  established 
and  danger  of  communication  of  infection  is  removed. 

In  all  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  disinfection  with  Formaldehyde  gas 
follows  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit  fixed  for  quarantine,  or  upon  notifi- 
cation of  recovery,  with  the  exception  of  smallpox,  where  sulphur  fumigation 
usually  follows. 

Sub.  2.     Comments  on  Prevalence  of  Disease. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  occurred,  rising  from  12  cases  in 
the  month  of  .July,  to  159  in  November  and  gradually  increasing  until  it  reached 
the  crest  in  March,  1913,  with  a  total  of  597  cases,  from  that  point  rapidly 
declining  until   in  June  but  64  cases  were  reported. 

In  the  same  period  (the  fiscal  year)  382  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  as 
against  4,582  cases  recorded  during  the  year  previous. 

Varicella  (Chickenpox)  showed  a  total  of  190  cases  this  year  as  against 
651  in  the  preceding  year. 

A  table,  showing  the  number  of  cases  reported  and  deaths  from  the  prin- 
cipal contagious  diseases  during  the  calendar  year  1912,  appears  on  page  20 
(Table  No.    2).  . 

There  is  also  submitted  on  page  21  (Table  No.  3)  a  statement  showing  all 
communicable   diseases   reported,   arranged  according  to   fiscal   year. 

On  page  22  (Table  No.  4)  called  for  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Public  Health  Association  is  intended  to  show  cases  of  and  deaths  from  the 
principal  contagious  diseases  for  a  ten-year  period,  but  owing  to  the  destruction 
of  all  of  the  records  of  this  Department  prior  to  April,  1906,  our  compilation 
begins   with    1907. 

Sub.  3.     Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

A  statement  prepared  by  the  Director  of  Laboratories,  appearing  on  page 
23  (Table  .5),  will  show  the  examinations  made  for  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever. 
Tuberculosis  and  Rabies. 

Snb.  4.     Isolation  Hospital. 

On  page  27  (Table  No.  6)  admissions  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  various 
contagious  diseases  during  the  fiscal  year  are  shown. 

Considerable  data  called  for  in  the  recommendations  of  the  American  Pub- 
lic Health  Association,  not  being  available  for  insertion  in  this  report,  will  be 
furnished  as  opportunity  presents,  in  Inter  reports.  This  particularly  refers  to 
"Removal   of   cases   to   Hospital    for  Contagious   Diseases." 
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Sub.  5.     Care  of  Cases  Outside  of  Hospital. 

No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  care  of  cases  outside  of  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, hence  no  data  is  available  on  this  point,  no  provision  being  made  on  the 
part  of  this  Department  for  the  care  of  cases  not  coming  directly  within  its 
jurisdiction  thru  admission  to  such  hospital. 

Sub.  6.     Control  of  Tuberculosis. 

As  has  been  previously  mentioned,  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  appears  to 
be  a  subject  for  Governmental  supervision  and  the  problem  of  faulty  housing 
conditions  has  been  given  marked  attention  at  the  hands  of  our  State  Legisla- 
ture. Tenement  House  and  Hotel  and  Lodging  House  laws  have  been  enacted 
directing  that  the  Health  Officer  be  required  to  issue  permits  of  occupancy 
before  such  buildings  can  become  tenanted.  The  question  of  proper  housing 
when  once  fully  solved  will  be  one  long  step  in  the  direction  of  the  proper 
control  of  Tuberculosis. 

Owing  to  the  tremendous  importance  of  this  vital  subject,  occupying  as 
It  does  the  attention  of  medical  and  health  authorities  throughout  the  world 
It  IS  deemed  quite  appropriate  at  this  time  to  reproduce  on  page  28  (Table  7) 
a  measure  enacted  in  this  behalf  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California 
and  approved  by  the   Governor. 

Sub.  7.     Distribution  of  Antitoxin. 

This  is  provided  only  to  indigent  cases  upon  a  written  statement  from  the 
attending  physician  to  the  effect  that  the  family  is  not  in  a  financial  condition 
to  meet  the  expense  of  same.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  not  administered  by 
attaches  of  the  Health  Department  acting  as  such,  therefore  no  record  is  avail- 
able as  to  the  results  obtained  from  the  use  of  same. 

Table  8,  appearing  on  page  30  will  show  the  amount  of  free  antitoxin 
distributed  during   the  fiscal  year. 

Sub.  8.     Vaccination. 

The  compulsory  vaccination  law  having  been  repealed  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature, there   is  nothing  much  to  be  reported  in   this  connection. 

Under  the  Division  of  School  Medical  Inspection,  page  35,  will  be  found 
the  figures  indicating  the  extent  of  the  work  performed  in  this  regard  in 
connection  with  School  Inspection.  Since  the  repeal  of  the  law  as  herein  men- 
tioned the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  child  may  waive  vaccination  bv  signing  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  they  are  conscientiously  opposed  to  having  said 
operation  performed. 

In  cases  of  smallpox,  contacts  are  advised  to  submit  to  vaccination  as  a 
precautionary   measure,   but   cannot   be   compelled   to   undergo   such   treatment. 

Sub.  9.     Disinfection. 

Figures  given  in  Table  No.  9,  page  32,  will  show  the  work  performed  in 
this   division   and   the   material   and   methods   employed   in   connection   therewith. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  shown   in  Table  1    (Financial   Statement),  page  9. 

Sub.  10.     Maritime  Quarantine. 

This  is  a  feature  with  which  the  municipality  does  not  deal,  same  being 
under  Federal   and  State  regulation. 
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.•B"  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

While  the  subject  of  the  establishment  of  milk  stations  comes  under  this 
caption,  this  city,  owing  to  its  favorable  climatic  conditions  does  not  have  the 
same  difficulties  to  meet  as  many  other  municipalities,  that  are  obliged  to 
grapple  with  the  serious  problem  of  an  excessive  mortality  among  bottle  fed 
infants  during  the  summer  months,  consequently  the  establishment  of  such 
stations  has  not  up  to  the  present  been  given  serious  consideration. 

The  same  can  be  said  relative  to  the  matter  of  employment  of  nurses  in 
connection  with  this  feature  of  Health  Department  work  which  is  given  serious 
consideration  in  many  American  cities.  While  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Health  Department  in  any  manner,  there  are  two  visiting  nurses  attached 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  five  visiting  nurses  working  under  the  "Nurses' 
Settlement,"  and  the  Baby  Hygiene  Committee  of  the  Certified  Milk  Commis- 
sion of  the  College  Alumni  has  one  nurse  at  its  disposal,  all  of  the  above 
mentioned   being    supported   by   voluntary    contributions    from    the    philanthropic 

public. 

On  page  32,  Table  No.  10  will  show  the  mortality  of  children  under  the 
age  of  one'year  classified  by  age  periods,  for  the  calendar  year  1912,  and  the 
principal  causes  of  death  from  complaints  common  to  infant  life  are  also  shown.

A  detailed  report  of  samples  taken  by  this  division  during  the  fiscal  year 
is  given  on  page  41,  Table   No.    14. 

Laboratory  Work. 
Chemical — 

4934  samples  of  milk  were  subjected  to  chemical  analysis. 

A  system  of  warning  letters  has  been  kept  up  in  dealing  with  infractions 
of  the  milk  ordinances. 

When  a  milk  is  found  that  is  below  standard,  instead  of  immediately 
arresting  the  dealer  he  is  sent  a  letter,  stating  the  facts  and  warned  to  look 
to  the  improvement  of  his  product.  Only  on  a  second  offense  is  he  arrested, 
unless  it  be  for  a   verj-   flagrant   case   such   as  adding  water. 

As  a  consequence  the  results  of  prosecution  in  the  courts  are  steadily 
improving.  In  the  year  just  closed  43  convictions  were  secured,  $2,095.00  in 
fines  being  collected,  an  average  of  $48.72   for  each  case. 

Bacteriological — 

Owing  to  the  extensive  work  entailed  in  the  preparation  of  tables  VIII, 
IX.    X,    as    called    for    in    the    new    classification,    these    will    be    omitted    in    the 
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rendering  of  this  report  and  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Director  of  Labora- 
tories appearing  on  page  42,  Table  15,  will  be  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Bacteriologist  as  a  preface  to  his  report  states  that  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  milks  was  changed  from  a  simple  enumeration  of  the  bacteria 
to  the  direct  examination  of  the  sediment  supplemented  by  the  colony  count  in 
suitable  cases.  The  number  of  samples  of  milk  examined  were  2,047  in  1911- 
1912  as  compared  to  4,381  in  1912-1913  (fiscal  years).  This  shows  an  increase 
of  114  per  cent. 

Page  46,  Table  No.  16,  shows  the  general  work  performed  in  the  Bac- 
teriological Laboratory. 

Chemical  Laboratory — 

On  page  47    (Table  17)    appears  a   statement  of  the  work  performed  in   the 
Chemical  Laboratory  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Subs.  7  and  8.     Meat  and  Provision  Inspection. 

Table  No.  18,  page  64,  shows  a  detailed  report  covering  the  fiscal  year, 
showing  inspections  made  in  this  division,  condemnations  and  seizures,  and 
record  of  cattle  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

Industrial  Inspection. 

The  report  of  this  Division  is  inserted  on  page  67  (Table  19)  on  account 
of  its  bearing  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  bakeries,  restaurants,  candy 
factories,  markets,  etc. 

"H"  NUISANCES. 

Table  No.  20,  page  68,  will  show  the  work  performed  by  the  Department 
in  the  abatement  of  nuisance  complaints  received  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Said  table  does  not  include  nuisances  inspected  and  adjusted  by  the  Bureau 
of  Plumbing  Inspection  (Division  "J"),  or  "Special  Work"  done  during  the 
year  (Division  "L").  The  record  of  Industrial  Inspection  is  submitted  under 
Table   19,  page  67. 

"I"  MUNICIPAL  WASTES. 

The  disposal  of  garbage  is  a  feature  with  which  the  Department  of  Health 
does  not  deal  directly,  though  it  maintains  a  control  over  the  methods  of  col- 
lection and  disposal  of  same.  It  is  expected  that  within  a  short  space  of  time 
garbage  incinerators  built  by  the  municipality  will  be  in  operation  and  ths 
disposal  of  wastes  will  then  become  a  city  function. 

"J"  INSPECTION  OF  PLUMBING. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  work  performed  in  the  Division  of  Plumbing  In- 
spection covering  the  fiscal  year  is  given  on  page  69,  Table   No.  21. 

"K"  RESEARCH,    EDUCATION   AND    PUBLICITY   WORK. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Officer  has  delivered  numerous  lectures  on 
•'The  Work  and  Aims  of  the  Health  Department,"  these  educational  lectures 
being  delivered  at  medical  colleges,  schools  and  other  public  places,  profusely 
illustrated  with  appropriate  lantern  slides,  depicting  in  detail  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department,  as  embodied  in  this  report. 

Lectures  have  also  been  delivered  by  the  Chief  Medical  Inspector  of 
Schools  to  various  Mother's  Clubs  and  other  organizations  interested  in  school 
work,   and  these  features  will  be  continued  and  enlarged  upon  as  time  goes  by. 
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•  •I,"  OTHEB  WOBK  DONE  DTTBING  THE  TEAE. 

In  addition  to  providing  for  the  defense  of  the  public  health  through  legis- 
latiTe  methods,  research,  edticational  and  publicity  work,  a  vast  amount  of 
sanitation  work  was  performed  through  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  the 
condemnation  of  insanitary  structures  and  through  the  rehabilitation  or  vaca- 
tion and  demolition  of  many  buildings  of  this  class.  The  result  of  this  work 
is  shown  in  Table  22.  page  72.  this  having  been  accomplished  with  the  co- 
operation of  the   United   States  Public   Health   Service. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  a  statement  of  moneys  expended  by  the 
City  Government  in  this  work  is  given  as  a  part  of  Table  N'o.  22.  page  72. 
This  amount  is  exclusive  of  approximately  the  sum  of  $52,200  which  was  ex- 
pended by  the  United  States  Government.

A  net  total  for  the  year  1911-1912  of  11.981,  and  for  the  year  1912-1913 
a  net  total  of  12,196.  The  net  difference  is  only  215  but  the  decrease  in  salary 
demands  for  the  last  fiscal  year  over  the  previous  one  does  not  represent  less 
work;  for  the  new  payroll  system  adopted  in  this  department  in  September. 
1912,  has  considerably  diminished  the  amount  of  signing  by  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee but  it  has  not  lessened  in  any  way  the  amount  of  work  that  has  hitherto 
been  done.  It  can  be  said  that  its  adoption  was  accomplished  without  delav  or 
trouble  of  any  sort. 

The  revenue  of  the  office  has  increased  from  $875.50  for  the  fiscal  year 
1911-12  to  $1,236.00  for  the  year  1912-13.  A  comparison  of  the  costs  of '  the 
diflferent  bureau  divisions  of  the  department  will  be  found  in  the  financial 
statement.

BACTERIOLOGICAL   LABORATORY. 

REPORT  ON  DIPHTHERIA,  TYPHOID,  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  RABIES. 

In  the  Bacteriological  Division  the  diphtheria  examinations  increased  from 
1185  to  2121,  an  increase  of  79%.  The  tuberculosis  examinations  increased 
from  1286  to  1692,  an  increase  of  31%.  Widal  tests  for  typhoid  fever  were 
increased  in  number  from  329  in  1911-12  to  405  in  1912-13,  an  increase  of  23%. 
The  routine  examination  is  now  made  to  include  a  test  with  both  paratyphoid 
"A"    and    "B"    in   addition  to   two   strains  of  typhoid. 

New  lines  of  work  not  before  attempted  in  this  laboratory  were  added. 
These  include  the  preparation  of  stock  and  autogenous  vaccines,  the  standardiza- 
tion of  disinfectants,  the  determination  of  the  amount  of  contamination  in  waters, 
the  fixation  of  complement  method  of  diagnosis,  rabies  examinations,  the  grinding 
of  rabies  vaccine  and  the  administration  of  the   Pasteur  treatment. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  in  the  Division  during  the  year  was 
11,865  as  against  7138  for  the  year  preceding,  an  increase  of  66%. 

Rabies  which  appeared  in  San  Francisco  as  an  epizootic  in  February,  1912, 
is  still  with  us,  although  the  number  of  rabid  animals  brought  in  for  examina- 
tion is  less  at  the  present  time  than  at  any  time  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.

Of  the  155  positive  rabies  cases  examined,  140  were  dogs,  6  cats,  2  goats, 
1  calf,  1  horse,  and  5  humans.  That  there  is  no  special  susceptibility  to  the 
disease  on  the  part  of  any  particular  species  of  dog  is  shown  by  the  following

Dividing  the  cases  treated  into  two  classes,  those  in  which  rabies  in  the 
biting  animal  was  proved  microscopically  and  those  in  which  it  was  not,  we 
have  78  in  the  first  group  and  27  in  the  second.  The  location  of  the  bites  and 
whether  or  not  cauterized  is  shown  in  the  table,  the  number  of  bites  being 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  number  of  patients  because  one  was  bitten  in  more 
than    one    region.

CHAPTER  385. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  department  of  tuber- 
eulosi«  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  defining  its  powers 
and  duties;  and  making  appropriation  therefor. 

(Approved  June   13,    1913.) 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  foUowsS 

Section-  l.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  maintain  a  department  of 
tuberculosis  for  the  complete  and  proper  registration  of  all  tuberculous  persons 
within  the  state;  for  supervision  over  all  hospitals,  dispensaries,  sanatoria,  farm- 
colonies  and  other  institutions  for  tuberculosis:  for  advising  officers  of  the  penal 
and  charitable  institutions  regarding  the  proper  care  of  tuberculous  inmates;  and 
for  the  performance  of  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  said  board. 
Sec.  2.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  a  director  of  the  depart- 
ment whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  such  other  employees  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, and  shall  fix  their  compensation.  The  director  shall  be  a  duly  licensed 
physician,  shall  be  appointed  an  assistant  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  duties  assigned  to  him.  In  addition  to 
the  administration  of  the  department,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  director,  and  he 
is  hereby  invested  with  full  power,  to  inspect  and  investigate,  and  have  access  to 
aU  records  and  departments  of  all  institutions,  both  public  and  private,  where 
tuberculous  patients  are  treated.  He  shall  prepare  annually  for  each  institution 
a  report  of  its  rating  on  sanitary  construction,  enforcment  of  sanitarj-  measures, 
adequate  provision  for  medical  and  nursing  attendance,  provision  for  proper  food, 
and  such  other  matters  of  administration  as  may  be  designated.  The  director  and 
other  employees  of  the  department  shall  be  allowed  their  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses   incurred   in  the  performance  of  their   duties. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  board  of  four  members  appointed  by 
the  governor  for  a  term  of  four  years:  provided,  that  the  first  appointees  shall  be 
designated  respectively  for  one,  two.  three,  and  four  years.  These  members  shall 
be  selected  for  their  recognized  ability  and  interest  in  the  control  and  eradication 
of  tuberculosis.  The  advisory  l)oard  may  meet  at  least  quarterly  for  conference 
with  the  State  Board  of  Health.  All  recommendations  for  appointments,  promo- 
tions, dismissals,  increases  of  salaries,  special  expenditures,  rules  and  regulations 
to  be  issued  by  the  department  and  other  important  matters  of  policy  must  be 
submitted  to  the  advisory  board  before  final  action,  and  its  written  opinions  must 
be  recorded  with  each  action;  provided,  that  a  majority  vote  by  mail  ballot  may 
be  recognized  as  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  section.  In  all  matters  of 
action  in  which  the  approval  of  the  advisory  board  is  withheld,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  must  file  a  report  with  the  governor,  stating  the  reasons  for  action  and 
attaching  thereto  a  copy  of  the  adverse  opinion.  The  advisory  board  may  make  at 
any  time  such  recommendations  regarding  the  policy  of  the  department,  as  it  may 
decide  by  vote  to  be  expedient,  but  no  recommendations  for  appointments,  promo- 
tions or  dismissals  may  originate  with  it.  The  advisory  board  shall  elect  from 
its  member,  a  chairman  who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected.  In  addition  to  the  quarterly  conferences  with  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  the  said  board  may,  upon  its  own  volition,  meet  annually  in  the  offices 
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of  the  department,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  or  place  subject 
to  the  call  or  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  or  its  secretary.  The  director 
of  the  department  shall  serve  as  secretary  for  the  advisory  board.  The  members 
shall  receive  no  salary,  but  may  receive  their  actual  and  necessarj-  traveling  ex- 
penses while  in  the  service  of  the  department. 

Sec.  4.  The  sum  of  $7,500  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All  claims  against  this  appro- 
priation shall  be  audited  by  the  State  Board  of  Control.  The  controller  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  his  warrants  for  sums  aggregating  this  amount  and  the  state 
treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same.

REPORT  OF  DIVISION   OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL   INSPECTION. 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  statement  showing  the  work  performed  in  the 
Division  of  School  Medical  Inspection  during  the  fiscal  year  1912-13  These 
figures  while  indicating  the  volume  of  work  performed,  do  "not  give  an  adequate 
Idea  of  the  wide  scope  of  the  work,  and  I  therefore  deem  it  appropriate  at  this 
time  to  submit  a  brief  statement  in  connection  with  this  important  phase  of 
Health  Department  Work: 

WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSES. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  only  a  limited  number  of  nurses  has  been  employed 
most  of  the  year,  a  great  deal  of  work  fell  on  the  shoulders  of  the  few  During 
the  year  practically  ten  nurses  only  have  been  employed  in  this  department  The 
lack  of  sufficient  nurses  was  especially  felt  during  an  epidemic  of  mumps  We 
are  pleased  to  state  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  vear  (1913-14)  the 
working  force  will  consist  of  fourteen  nurses,  two  assistants  and  a  Chief  Medical 
Inspector  The  city  is  now  divided  into  fourteen  districts,  with  a  nurse  in  charge 
of  each  district,  comprising  an  average  of  six  schools.  The  average  number  of 
pupils  under  each  nurse's  care  will  be  about  2,500. 

CO-OPERATION    OF    THE    BOARD    OP    EDUCATION. 

Each  month  a  joint  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board 
of  Health  meet  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Committee  con- 
sists of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Health  Officer,  the  Chief  Medical 
Inspector  of  Schools  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  Much  has 
been  accomplished  through  this  Committee  in  the  way  of  obtaining  the  co-opera- 
tion of  Principals  and  teachers  in  the  carrying  on  of  medical  inspection  of 
Schools.  Reports  of  specific  conditions  as  discovered  by  this  Department  are 
submitted  to  the  Committee  and  acted  upon  generally.  A  special  instance  might 
be  cited:  Health  inspection  of  a  particular  pupil  to  determine  whether  or  not 
physical  disability  retards  his  progress  in  school.  Also  it  is  determined  by  exam- 
ination whether  or  not  a  child  is  mentally  deficient  because  of  some  bodily 
ailment  or  actually  mentally  deficient. 

PROPOSED  REGULATIONS  FOR  EXCLUSION  OF  CONTACTS. 

-,  J°  J^T^^'  '""*''""'  ^''^^^^^  ^^'■"'  """^  diphtheria  there  appears  to  be  some 
doubt  of  the  age  of  the  contact  in  the  case  to  be  excluded  from  school  In 
other  words,  having  taken  an  average,  it  may  be  advisable  to  permit  a  contact 
of  a  certain  age  say  ten  years,  to  remain  in  school.  Charts  have  been  prepared 
according  to  the  age  of  the  child  and  frequency  of  the  disease,  having  in  mind 
the  possibility  of  permitting  contacts  to  remain  in  school  and  thus  keeping  up  the 
attendance  and  continue  the  education  of  the  child.  Three  month  periods  have 
been  taken  during  two  years,  each  case  counted  and  the  age  noted  It  is  ex- 
pected that  in  the  near  future  this  regulation  may  be  favorably  acted  upon. 

IMPROVEMENTS   MADE    IN   SCHOOL   BUILDINGS. 

It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  this  Department  to  inspect  sanitary  conditions  in 
and  about  school  buildings.  From  reports  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education 
old  board  yards  have  been  torn  up  and  replaced  by  cement,  entire  new  plumbing 
installed    in  toilets,   proper   ventilation    of  toilets   has  been   effected;    new   drinking 
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TABLE  11 — Continued, 
fountains  to   take   the   place   of  the   old   fashioned   insanitary   kind   have   been    in- 
stalled, fire  escapes  have  been  added  in  several  instances,  and  nuisances  adjoining 
school  buildings  have  been   abated. 

LECTURE   COURSE. 
The    entire    department    meets    every    Saturday    morning    at    which    time    the 
veeklv  report  blanks  are  submitted.     A  lecture  pertaining  to  the  work  of  Medical 
Inspection  of  Schools  is  given  by  some  physician  or  someone  in  close  touch  with 
and  interested  in  this  work. 

EXHIBITS   SENT  TO   BUFFALO,    NEW   YORK. 
An    exhibit   showing  to   some   e.xtent   the   method   of   carrying   on   Medical   In- 
spection of  Schools  of   San  Francisco   was  sent  to  the  4th  International  Congress 
of  School  Hygiene,  Buffalo,  New  York.     Cities  all  over  the  world  were  represented 
at  this  Congress. 

COOPERATION  OF  THE  MEDICAL  PROFESSION. 
One  of  the  chief  stumbling  blocks  in  the  success  of  Medical  Inspection  of 
schools  in  its  infancy  was  strong  opposition  of  the  Medical  profession  at  large. 
We  have  decided  that  this  was  merely  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  aim  of  the 
Health  Department.  At  present  the  family  physician  highly  approves  of  medical 
inspection  and  in  many  instances  keeps  in  close  touch  with  the  central  office, 
often  taking  the  trouble  to  report  on  post  card  that  a  certain  operation  has  been 
done  The  suggestion  for  this  work  comes  through  the  Medical  Inspector.  In 
manv  wavs  the  parents  co-operate,  frequently  sending  a  letter  to  the  effect  that 
eyes"  have  been  fitted  with  glasses,  or  that  tonsils  and  adenoids  have  been  removed.

THE  MILK  SUPPLY  OJP  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  sanitary  code  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  of  this  Cfty  describes 
at  the  present  time,  three  classes  of  milk:  Certified,  which  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  laid  down  by  the  Milk  Commission  of  the  County  Medical  Society, 
Inspected  Milk  and  Pasteurized  Milk.  The  requirements  for  Inspected  Milk  are 
similar  to  those  for  certified  and  include  the  annual  testing  of  the  cows  with 
tuberculin.  The  milk  must  be  cooled  at  the  farm  to  50°  and  must  not  exceed  55° 
when  delivered.     The  bacterial  count  must  not  exceed   100,000  per  cc. 

The  pasteurization  of  milk  is  not  compulsory  but  is  gradually  being  adopted 
by  the  larger  dealers.  The  new  ordinance  recently  passed  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors provides  that  pasteurized  milk  cannot  be  produced  without  a  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Health  who  shall  issue  such  permits  when  "it  appears  upon  investi- 
gation that  the  pasteurizing  equipment  installed  is  such  that  99%  of  all  bacteria 
and  all  pathogenic  bacteria  are  killed  in  the  milk  treated  therein  at  a  temperature 
of  not  less  than  140°  F.  maintained  at  that  temperature  for  twenty  minutes. 
Further  that  the  pasteurizing  apparatus  is  equipped  with  a  recording  thermometer 
of  such  type  that  the  same  may  be  kept  locked  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health"  It  is  required  that  pasteurized  milk  be  the  product  of  a  dairy  scoring 
not  less  than  60%  in  the  score  card  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health:  each 
container  delivered  to  consumers  shall  bear  a  label  "Pasteurized  milk"  and  a 
serial  number;  it  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  consumer  later  than  24  hours  after 
pasteurization,    and   milk   once   pasteurized   shall   not   be   repasteurized. 

All  other  milk  sold  in  the  City  aside  from  the  three  classes  above  mentioned  is 
ordinary  market  milk,  subject  to  the  usual  regulations  licensing  of  producers, 
ordinarV  cleanliness  in  production  and  handling,  the  exclusion  of  diseased  cows, 
etc.,  as"  well  as  a  minimum  requirement  as  to  butter  fat  of  3.4%  and  of  solids 
not  fat  of  8.5%.  .  . 

The  matter  of  the  control  of  the  milk  supply  of  a  City  is  to  my  mind  one 
of  the  most  important  of  the  functions  of  a  Department  of  public  health.  As  an 
article  of  diet,  milk  occupies  a  high  position  among  the  food  stuffs  and  its  power 
for  harm  when  produced  or  handled  under  conditions  favoring  the  spread  of 
disease  is  almost  limitless.  When  one  considers  that  cows'  milk  is  the  chief  and 
sometimes  the  only  food  of  infants,  invalids  and  in  general  those  whose  suscepti- 
bility to  disease  is  great,  the  need  for  stringent  measures  for  the  insurance  of  a 
pure  supply   is   evident.  -j   »     .i. 

In  most  cities  and  until  recently  in  this  one.  more  attention  was  paid  to  the 
chemical  than  to  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk.  Of  course  the  public 
should  be  protected  against  the  watering  of  milk  and  the  removal  of  the  cream 
and  we  are  not  neglecting  this  phase  of  the  work  but  we  go  further  in  oi.r 
examination  by  subjecting  every  sample  to  a  bacteriological  examination  as  well. 
As  milk  is  one  of  the  most  favorable  of  culture  media  it  is  only  to  be  expected 
that  when  the  possibility  of  entrance  of  pathogenic  bacteria  exists  the  milk  may 
frequently  become  the  means  of  spreading  infectious  diseases.  We  have  long 
known  of  its  influence  in  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and 
tul-erculosis  and  now  its  is  known  that  the  presence  of  pyogenic  streptococci  In 
milk  is  often  the  cause  of  septic  sore  throat,   a  number  of  epidemics  having  been 

traced  to  this  source.  .  ,      ,  ., 

The  number  of  bacteria  in  milk  is  of  great  importance  aside  from  the  ques- 
tion of  the  presence  of  pathogenic  forms,  especially  when  the  milk  is  intended 
for    consumption    by    young   infants.      The    metabolic    products    of   the    saprophytic 
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bacteria  when  present  in  such  numbers  as  a  million  or  more  per  cc.  are  sufficient 
to  cause  grave  intestinal  disturbances  in  babies  and  are  the  principal  cause  of 
summer  complaint  among  them.  A  striking  instance  of  the  truth  of  this  is  seen 
in  the  results  obtained  by  the  distribution  of  pasteurized  milk  from  the  Strauss 
Laboratories  in  N.  Y.  I  have  seen  it  stated  that  during  the  entire  summer,  but 
one  death  occurred  among  22,000  children  fed  with  this  milk,  which  is  indeed 
almost  incredible  when  one  considers  the  terrible  mortality  among  infants  of  the 
large  Eastern  cities  during  the  summer  months. 

Park  and  Williams  working  in  the  New  York  Municipal  laboratories  con- 
ducted an  extensive  investigation  into  the  question  of  the  bacteria  in  milk  and 
the  effects  of  feeding  raw  and  heated  milk  to  children.  One  group  of  infants 
numbering  41  was  fed  on  pasteurized  milk  containing  from  one  to  50,000  bac- 
teria per  cc.  and  the  other  group  of  51  babies  was  fed  on  raw  milk  containing 
from  one  to  twenty  million  bacteria  per  cc.  75%  of  the  pasteurized  group  re- 
mained well  the  entire  summer  while  only  33%  of  the  raw  milk  group  remained 
well.  24%  of  the  pasteurized  group  had  attacks  of  diarrhoea  while  66%  of  the 
raw  milk  group  were  so  affected.  The  average  number  of  days  in  which  milk 
had  to  be  withdrawn  on  account  of  intestinal  disturbances  was  three  in  the  first 
group  and  5.5  in  the  second.  The  average  number  of  days  of  diarrhoea  in  the 
first  group  was  3.9  and  in  the  second  or  raw  milk  group  it  was  11.5.  They  also 
had  to  transfer  some  babies  from  the  raw  milk  to  the  pasteurized  to  save  their 
lives,  which  means  that  otherwise  the  figures  would  have  been  still  more  favorable 
to  pasteurized  milk.  Children  over  three  years  of  age  showed  very  little  dis- 
turbance from  market  milk.  Milk  containing  large  number  of  bacteria  when 
heated  was  found  to  be  considerably  less  dangerous  than  raw  milk  but  it  still 
contained  enough  of  the  toxic  products  of  the  bacteria  to  be  harmful. 

The  method  now  used  in  this  larboratory  ig  the  Stewart-Slack  method  of 
examining  the  sediment  run  in  parallel  with  the  agar  plate  method  for  obtaining 
the  colony  count  in  those  milks  showing  less  than  100,000  by  the  sediment  method. 
In  the  Stewart-Slack  process  two  cc.  of  each  sample  is  taken  up  with  a  pipette 
after ^^thorough  shaking  of  the  sample  bottle,  and  deposited  in  a  small  tube  about 
5/16"  in  diameter,  2y2"long,  closed  at  one  end  with  a  rubber  stopper.  These 
tubes  are  placed  in  the  Stewart  disc  and  rotated  at  a  speed  of  3  or  4  thousand 
revolutions  for  ten  minutes.  The  rubber  stopper  which  has  now  received  the 
sediment  on  its  inner  end  is  removed  and  smeared  on  a  glass  slide  over  an  area 
of  two  square  centimeters,  a  drop  of  water  being  used  to  facilitate  the  spreading. 
After  drying  it  is  fixed  in  equal  parts  of  alcohol  and  ether,  which  process  also 
removes  the  fat,  and  is  then  stained.  Each  field  under  the  1/12"  oil  immersion 
with  a  1"  eye  piece  represents  a  1-10,000  plate.  This  method  gives  much  higher 
results  than  plating  methods  because  bacteria  which  would  have  failed  to  grow 
are  counted  as  well  as  the  individual  members  of  a  clump  which  would  have 
appeared  on  the  plate  as  one  colony.  Another  very  great  advantage  of  this  method 
over  the  old  plating  process  is  the  possibility  of  detecting  the  presence  of  pus 
cells  and  of  streptococci. 

While  streptococci  in  milk  are  not  always  of  the  pyogenic  variety,  still  in 
my  experience  most  market  milks  that  show  a  very  noticeable  percentage  of  strepto- 
cocci are  found  upon  investigation  to  come  from  a  dairy  having  one  or  more  cows  in 
the  herd  with  some  affection  to  account  for  their  presence. 

Other  advantages  of  the  sediment  method  are  the  saving  of  time  one  observer 
being  able  to  report  on  50  to  75  samples  in  half  a  day,  whereas  the  plating 
method  requires  three  days  for  the  colonies  to  develop.  The  plate  method  however 
has  not  been  completely  abandoned,  as  in  milks  with  a  low  bactrial  count  its 
results  are  more  reliable  than  the  sediment  count.  Therefore  all  samples  received 
direct  from  the  farms  are  examined  by  both  methods,  the  sediment  count  being  tho 
one  recorded  when  it  runs  above  100,000  and  the  plate  results  being  taken  for 
those  below  100,000. 
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The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  Since 
the  announcement  of  Koch  in  1901  of  his  views  on  the  relation  of  bovine  tuber- 
culosis to  human  infection,  much  work  has  been  done  in  various  countries  by 
competent  investigators  and  the  concensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  bovine 
source  of  human  infection  is  not  to  be  lightly  regarded. 

Living  and  virulent  tubercle  bacilli  are  found  to  an  alarming  extent  in 
market  milks,  some  investigators  reporting  positive  results  in  as  many  as  30% 
of  the  samples  examined.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  cow  producing  the  milk 
should  have  tuberculosis  of  the  udder.  The  cow  swallows  the  sputum  and  the 
tubercle  bacilli  pass  unharmed  through  her  digestive  tract.  The  feces  therefore  is 
analagous  to  human  sputum  as  a  means  of  spreading  the  disease. 

In  the  majority  of  market  milks,  contamination  from  this  source  is  bound 
to  occur  with  the  carelessness  in  regard  to  ordinary  cleanliness  which  is  the  rule 
and  not  the  exception. 

Although  the  bovine  and  human  types  of  bacilli  possess  points  of  difference, 
one  of  the  chief  of  which  is  that  the  bovine  type  is  more  virulent  for  rabbits  and 
guinea  pigs  than  is  the  human,  it  has  not  been  proven  that  one  may  not  be 
modified  by  changed  conditions  into  the  other  type.  In  fact  the  human  form  has 
been,  by  passage  through  the  bodies  of  animals,  changed  into  a  type  indistin- 
guishable from  the  bovine  variety. 

It  is  only  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  reverse  may  be  true,  under  certain 
conditions.  At  any  rate  the  bovine  type  is  pathogenic  to  man.  The  British 
Royal  Commission  found  25%  of  their  strains  isolated  from  tubercular  glands 
and  from  lesions  of  primary  abdominal  tuberculosis  to  be  of  the  bovine  type.  The 
child  is  thus  the  one  that  is  in  greatest  danger  of  infection  from  the  bovine 
bacillus  and  the  child  is  the  greatest  consumer  of  milk. 

One  of  the  bulletins  of  the  Public  Health  Service,  records  a  series  of  epi- 
demics that  had  been  traced  to  milk.  According  to  this  list  179  epidemics  of 
tvphoid  fever  with  a  total  of  6,900  cases  were  traced.  51  epidemics  of  scarlet 
fever  with  2,400  cases,  7  epidemics  of  sore  throat  with  1,100  cases  and  23  epidem- 
ics of  diphtheria  with  960  cases. 

Since  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that  all  producers  of  common  market  milk  will 
ever  improve  very  much  over  present  conditions  the  remedy  seems  to  be  pasteur- 
ization, properly  controlled,  of  this  class  of  milk.  The  New  York  milk  commis- 
sion recommend  the  passing  of  ordinances  requiring  that  all  milk  excepting  certi- 
fied, that  is  intended  for  use  without  cooking,  shall  be  pasteurized. 

The  general  pasteurization  of  milk  by  the  various  distributors  in  San  Fran- 
cisco is  beginning  to  be  adopted,  the  milk  wagons  drivers  organization  having 
succeeded  in  establishing  a  daylight  delivery,  of  the  milk.  It  was  expected  that 
the  pasteurization  of  milk,  increasing  the  keeping  qualities  would  aid  in  the  satis- 
factory working  of  the  scheme.  At  the  present  time  however,  many  of  the  plants 
are  not  yet  in  working  order  and  there  is  considerable  complaint  from  the  public 
about  the  present  order  of  things. 

No  doubt  the  knowledge  that  the  milk  is  to  be  pasteurized  will  lead  in  some 
cases  to  greater  carelessness  in  the  handling  of  the  product  but  the  increased 
safety  from  disease  will  certainly  more  than  offset  such  objection.  Besides,  the 
bacterial  enumeration  of  the  sediment  will  be  a  check  against  the  use  of  dirty  milk 
for  pasteurizing,  while  the  plating  method  will  be  a  test  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
process.  If  the  temperature  and  time  used  in  the  process  do  not  exceed  145 
degrees  F.  for  20  minutes,  no  change  in  taste  will  be  noticeable  and  at  the  same 
time  all  pathogenic  bacteria  will  certainly  be  destroyed.  Higher  temperature  for 
shorter  periods  such  as  150  degrees  for  10  minutes  will  accomplish  the  same 
result,  but  the  danger  of  affecting  the  taste  or  stability  of  cream  must  be  con- 
sidered.

The  work  of  the  Chemical  Division  is  shown  in  the  following  tables,  the 
first  being  a  miscellaneous  list  showing  the  number  and  kinds  of  substances 
analyzed: 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  buttermilk  table  showing  as  it  does 
the  refractometer  readings  and  acidity  in  addition  to  the  solids  not  fat,  the  total 
solids  and  butter  fat.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  immersion  refractometer 
reading  is  39.8.  Even  in  the  cases  of  samples  3,  4  and  28,  which  were  fer- 
mented milks  resembling  such  preparations  as  Kefir  and  Koumiss,  in  which  the 
fermentation  has  been  carried  quite  far,  the  refractometer  readings  are  not 
affected  to  any  great  extent  by  such  fermentation.  In  these  cases  the  solids  not 
fat  are  materially  reduced  due  to  the  loss  of  carbon  dioxide  in  the  alcoholic  fer- 
mentation of  the  sugar.  It  appears  from  the  above  data  that  a  safe  minimum 
refractometer  reading  for  a  pure  buttermilk  would  be  38.0,  most  of  them  being 
much  higher,  somewhere  around  40.0.  The  acidity  of  the  different  samples  is 
quite  constant,  more  than  half  of  them  being   0.7%. 

A  reference  to  the  court  record  table  will  show  the  cases  by  months.
